O'Brien arrived In Toronto at 11 o'clock this
morning over the Grand Trunk Rallway. Ho
alapt soundly during tho nlght's journey from
Montreal. When he woke up In the morning
and found himself riding along the beautilul
green shore of Laoke Ontarlo he said that
surely Toronto could have no terrors for him,
Joontod In such a country, _

At Cobourg, sovonty miles from Toronto, he
met sovoral Toronto reporters. Thoy spoke
rather dubfously of the roception he would
probably recelve at Toronto, and sald that
they hoped he llked Canada, As Mr
O'Brien was boarding the traln at Cobourg
allittle Irish girl approached him, selzed his
hand and kiseed {t. and thon ranaway ina
groat fright, At varlous stations along tho
route whore enstward-bound tralns from To-
ronto wore passod, the train platforms were
crowded with peoplo anger to eatch & glimpse
of O'Brien.

¢ | THE TITUS CONFESSION.

HOW THE PUBLICATION OF IT WAS
IN NEW JERSEY.

Indignation in Hackensack and Bolvidere
Agatnst the Board of FPardons for it
Cloemeney 8o Tillle Bmith's Murderer.

Bruvipere, May 17.—There was an un-
prooodont demand for Buwa throughout Now
Jersoy to-day, and in no town In the northorn
half of the Btate could a copy be obtalned at
any price after midday. The confession of the
murderer Titus, which nopeared oxclusively in
that paper, has ereated a profound sensation,
and has added to tho popular condemnation
of the Biate Board of Pardons, through whose
mistaken ‘elemency the solf-confessed mur-
derer of Tlllle Bmith escapdd the gallowa,

The fact thot the commutatlon of his sen-
tonce was based upon Lis confossion was made
publio at the time, and & synopsia of that con-
fession was given to the publle also at the time
of the commutation by Tae Bux. The sub-
stance of the confesslon aa then given
did not, howavor, reveal to the publle
any good grounds for eclemency, and the
full text assproad before the publio to-day
only Inor the demnation of the court,
It was argued that the only grounds for clom-
ency were doubtas as8 to whether an unknown
person miglit not have killed the girl, whilo the
confession wipes away those doubts, That
Titus killed her he now admits. A prominent
lawyr oof Warren county sald to-day that the
oconfesslon was the most Ingenlously drawn
document ho had ever seen. Under the statutes
of New Jersoy the killing of a8 womnan while In
the commission of & eriminal assault upon her,
whethor the killing be premeditisted or not, 1s
murder in the first degreo,

“Now notice.,” saya this lnwyer, “the con-
struction of this confesalon. Thae killing s ad-
mitted, but it Ia represented to be unpremedi-
tated, not committed during the commission
of & oriminal sssault, but an accident oocur-
Ing after the assault, and only as tho outcomeo
of a slight quarrel growingout of the girl'a
threat to expose him. This story, It literally
true In all it parta, it will bo seen, reliaves tho

prisoner of the erime of murder in the first de-
Emu But when tho prisoner confesses the
1lling he_ also confosses tha eriminnl nssocin-
tfon, and his present hto of thut mllarlanship
was proven on tho trial to be absolutely un-
true, and {f untrue. the entire confession be-
cnm wawaorthy of credit, nnd the ’nrdunlig
ng ad no right to credit nn( part of It
fmet. ho confeseion was manifestly mude to
sult the emergency, and it accomplished Its

urpose,
